GOD MUST BE SOUGHT IF 
HE 1S FOUND 





Luke 19:5, “When Jesus came to 
the place, he looked up, and saw him, 
and said unto him, Zacchaeus, make 
haste, and come down; for to day I 
must abide at thy house.” 

No city since the morning stars 
Sang together had a greater opportun- 
ity for reformation and regeneration 
than Jericho. It was a wonderful mo- 
ment when Jesus walked its streets, 
more wonderful than the people in it 
realized. Just as it is today, many 
people fail to recognize a God-sent 
man as they should. Here is this city 
of Jericho, if the people’s eyes had 
only been open, here is a city that 
would have had a different history. 
But He came to their city and walked 
its streets and they did not know 
it. Why? Because they were asleep. 
Just as the majority of this world is 
today—asleep and dreaming they are 
awake. I believe Zacchaeus was an in- 
telligent, honest, whole-hearted earn- 
est seeker after Christ, although the 
publicans were looked upon as dis- 
honest, just as many think a lawyer 
is a liar, ete. But just as Zacchaeus 
was honest and said, “If I have taken 
anything through false accusation I 
will restore it fourfold,” I believe we 
have many good, honest, Christian 
men who are lawyers. It seems as tho’ 
this tax-gatherer and publican was 
waiting for his opportunity. He acted 
like a man who had figured up the 
cost, who had thought the whole ques- 
tion out. He left his all, and his all 
was a possibility of his becoming 
rich. He had left his books; he had 
left his business; he had left his of- 
fice, position and friends; he left all 
to follow Jesus. Not only did he do 
this, he sought, and every man who 
finds will have to seek. No man finds 
without seeking, and what is not 
worth seeking will never be found. 
If you sleep tonight without seeking 
God, you are disobeying God. He is a 
rewarder of those that diligently seek 
Him. After we are once saved we 
must continually seek His favor and 
divine guidance in every step of life. 
Many times we fail, stagger, blunder 
along life’s pathway because of try- 
ing to carry out the suggestions of 
the enemy, or our own desires, in- 
stead of seeking the Lord’s way and 
getting His approval first. The way to 
always get His approval and find out 
what the mind of God is on a proposi- 
tion is to pursue the sacred pages of 
the Old Book and study it from a seri- 
ous, comprehensive standpoint mixed 
with fervent prayer. An idea or 
thought that is not backed up by God’s 
Word is worthless, or in other words, 
if it does not harmonize with the Bible 
it is worthless, because the Bible is the 
standard by which every doctrine and 
experience is tested.

It is man’s way to stone and abuse 
the wrong doer as well as dumb brutes, 
but it is God’s way to be gentle, as 
Jesus taught throughout His ministry. 

It was not a sentiment or dogma, 
or creed he was seeking, but it was 
Jesus. “Seek ye first the kingdom of 
God and his righteousness and all 
these things shall be added unto you.” 
This command lies across every man’s 
path. I can tell you the very moment 
any sinner will be converted, and 
that’s the moment that he seeks God 
with all his heart, just there on the 
spot he is converted. You can never 
seek God with your head and get any- 
where. Too many are trying to reason 
the thing out and no doubt that is

the reason we have so many atheists 
and skeptics and so much infidelity 
and unbelief in the world. This is a 
thing that must be received by faith 
in God and His Word. But we must 
seek Him with all our sensibilities, 
purpose, will, and affections if we ever 


find Him. If you ever find God it will 
mean every faculty of your mind and 
every passion of your heart, every 
blood corpuscle, nerve, bone and sinew 
must be put into the business or you 
will never know Him. If men would 
only seek the Lord like they seek 
wealth, there would not be a sinner 
on earth. There would not be a man 
in hell, nor one on his way there, if 
people would seek God like they seek 
wealth. 

Zacchaeus was handicapped. He was 
a jewel in the unlikely place; ostra- 
cized by his very profession; stigma- 
tized because of the life he was living. 
Nobody wanted him because of his 
calling, he was unpopular and hated. 
But Jesus took the trouble to save 
him. We have folks today who do not 
want to take folks into the church be- 
cause of their past life, but when a 
publican, gambler, drunkard, harlot, 
or a sinner of any type gets convert- 
ed, man or woman, we are doing no 
violence to the church to accept such 
as Jesus did when He was here on 
earth. There are people who would sit 
in judgment and questiontheauthority 
ofanOmnipotent God to save and quali- 
fy such sinners for Heaven. Many will 
doubt the sincerity of men when they 
do what the Bible says do. This is not 
a thing for us to judge. Our little two 
by four head is too small to cope with 
the mind of God. The Christ of the 
Bible gives every man a chance. The 
most degraded, the most sinful He of- 
fers a chance. God has faith in the 
immortal possibilities of the human 
soul. He says the mountains shall de- 
part and the hills be removed. Order 
may yield to chaos and beauty go 
back to dust, but God’s kindness abides 
and His covenant of peace is eternal. 
God is after the man that no one 
wants. This is a new way for the sin- 
ner—chaingangs for wrong doers, law 
courts for wrong doers, the whole fab- 
ric of society is built up to keep away 
wrong doers, to keep out wrong doers, 
to shut up and shut out wrong doers. 
Jesus comes on the scene and says, 
“Come unto me all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden and I will give you 
rest.” Christ can break the fetters, 
snap the chains, open the prison doors 
and say, “Come out and I will set you 
free and give you a deed to your free- 
dom with the mortgages paid off.” Je- 
sus is not a dead Jew in the tomb of 
Joseph of Arimathea, but a living, 
reigning Christ that they could not 
keep in the dirt. He broke out of the 
clay, bid defiance to old Mount Olives, 
jumped on a cloud, walked on _ the 
wind and went back to the right hang 
of the Father a living Christ, a Christ 
that saves to the uttermost, that suc- 
ceeds on the heels of every one else’s 
failures. 

Zacchaeus was not only handicapped 
in his position, but was handicapped 
in his birth. He was a small man. If 
he had been as tall as some he might 
have stood a chance in the crowd, but 
he was small. I have wondered if that 
hasn’t got lots to do with it in this 
day and time. Zacchaeus was so small 
that he could not see Jesus. After tell- 
ing Mrs. Zacchaeus good-bye that 
morning and coming down the walk 
with his gold knob walking cane and 
daimonds that would make a saloon

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Resisting Temptation

So long as we live in the world, we 
cannot be without trouble and trials. 
Wherefore it is written in Job, “The 
life of man upon earth is a trial.” 
Therefore, ought each of us to give 
heed concerning trials and tempta- 
tions and to watch unto prayer, lest 
the devil find occasion to deceive, for 
he never sleeps but goes about seeking 
whom he may devour. No man is so 
perfect in holiness that he never has 
temptations, nor can we ever be wholly 
free from them. 

Yet, temptations turn greatly unto 
our profit, even though they be great 
and hard to bear, for through them 
we are humbled, purified, instructed. 
All saints have passed through much 
tribulation and temptations, and have 
profited thereby. And they who en- 
dured not temptation became repro- 
bate and fell away. There is no posi- 
tion so sacred, no place so secret, that 
it is without temptations and advers- 
ities. There is no man wholly free 
from temptations so long as he lives 
because we have the root of tempta- 
tion within ourselves, in that we are 
born in concupiscence. One temptation 
or sorrow passes and another comes, 
and always we shall have somewhat 
to suffer, for we have fallen from per- 
fect happiness. Many who seek to fly 
from temptations fall yet more deeply 
into them. By flight alone we cannot 
overcome, but by endurance and true 
humility we are made stronger than 
all our enemies. He who resisteth out- 
wardly and pulleth not up by the root 
shall profit little; nay, rather tempta- 
tions will return to him the more 
quickly, and will be the more terrible. 
Little by little, through patience and 
longsuffering, you shall conquer by 
the help of God rather than by viol- 
ence and your own strength of will. 
In the midst of temptation often seek 
counsel, and deal not hardly with one 
who is tempted, but comfort and 
strengthen him as you would have 
done unto yourself. 

The beginning of all temptations to 
evil is instability of temper and want 
of trust in God, for even as a ship 
without a helm is tossed about by the 
waves, so is a man who is careless 
and infirm of purpose tempted, now 
on this side, now on that. As fire test- 
eth iron, so does temptation the up- 
right man. Oftentimes we know not 
what strength we have, but tempta- 


tion revealeth to us what we are. 
Nevertheless, we must watch, espe- 
cially in the beginning of temptation, 
for then is the foe more easily mas- 
tered, when he is not suffered to enter 
within the mind but is met outside the 
door as soon as he has_ knocked. 
Wherefore one said: 

“Check the beginning, 

Once thou might’st have cured, 

But now ’tis past thy skill, 

Too long hath it endured.” 

For first cometh to the mind the 
simple suggestion, then the strong 
imagination, afterwards pleasure, evil 
affection, assent, and so little by little 


the enemy enters in altogether be 
cause he was not resisted at the be- 
ginning. And the longer a man delays 
his resistance, the weaker he grows 
and the stronger grows the enemy 
against him. 

Some men suffer their most griev- 
ous temptations in the beginning of 
their conversion, some at the end. 
Some are sorely tried their whole life 
long; some are tempted but lightly, 
according to the wisdom and justice 
of the ordering of God, who knows the 
characters and circumstances of men, 
and orders all things for the welfare 
of His elect. Therefore, we ought not 
to despair when we are tempted, but 
the more fervently shouia cry unto 
God, that He will vouchsafe to help 
us in all our tribulation and that He 
will, as St. Paul said, “With the temp- 
tation make a way to escape that we 
may be able to bear it.” 1 Cor. 10:13. 
Let us therefore humble ourselves 
under the mighty hand of God in all 
temptation and trouble, for He will 
save and exalt such as are of an hum- 
ble spirit. In temptations and troubles 
aman is proved, what progress he has 
made, and therein is his reward the 
greater and his virtue does the more 
appear. Nor is it a great thing if a 
man be devout and zealous so long as 
he suffers no affliction, but if he be- 
have himself patiently in the time of 
adversity then is there hope of great 
progress. Some are kept safe from 
great temptations but are overtaken 
in those which are little and common, 
that the humiliation may teach them 
not to trust to themselves in great 
things, being weak in small things.—

Lots of people cannot see Jesus for 
their selfishness and position seeking. 
They are narrow in judgment, cir- 
cumscribed, and dwarfed. 

Brother, if you stay where you can 
see Jesus you must leave the crowd 
like Zacchaeus did. We have too many 
who are with the crowd. Zacchaeus 
left the crowd, the whiskey-drinking, 
fault-finding, tattling, criticizing, ly- 
ing, adulterous, man-fearing, covetous, 
swearing, pleasureloving gang. You 
must come out in spirit from among 
them. Think of this little man way 
back in the crowd. He runs away from 
them, goes around, running to meet 
Jesus, up the road he ran. We in this 
day can hardly get folks to crawl to 
Jesus. But they are running after the 
ball games, eard parties, moving pic- 
tures, and dances, and not many are 
running after Jesus and His Church. 
We are living in a day that we are 
having lots of competition. Men and 
women are not studying God. Why, if 
they come to church once a week they 
feel that the preacher ought to feel 
highly flattered that they have con- 
descended to suffer his presence with 
an august person like themselves for 
an hour. 

Now for some poor man to have 
climbed this tree would have been a 
small matter but here is the sheriff 
of Jericho, a man of wealth, and 
honor, for him to render himself so 
undignified in the sight of all his rich 
friends, both Jew and Roman, so to 
climb a tree was no small humiliation. 
Zacchaeus was a whole soul fellow. 
While money was his god he went af- 
ter it and got it. Now that salvation 
is the enterprise of life and soul he 
proposed to leave no stone unturned 
but takes the kingdom by storm. It is 
the man who is prepared to make 
himself conspicuous, who is prepared 
to be laughed at for Christ’s sake, 
who is prepared to shut his eyes and 
ears, to be deaf and dumb, put his fin- 
gers to his ears like Bunyan’s Chris- 
tian whom God admires. 

I can see Zacchaeus now as he ran 
down the road, climbed the tree and 
crawled out on the limb. Jesus with a 
great throng is coming down the path, 
and the same Jesus who saw Nathan- 
iel under the fig tree saw Zacchaeus 
up in the sycamore tree. He came to 
the place. What place? Where there 
was a seeking soul, a broken heart, a 
tear stained face, longing for a new 
start in life. Jesus knows just where 
you are sitting. He knows where I am 
sitting. He stops, looks up, and says, 
Zacchaeus, I am going to dinner with 
you today. I am going to abide at thy 
house. Suppose Zacchaeus had looked 
down on Jesus and said, “Master, 
right at this time I am comfortably 
situated on this limb and I think 
that here would be a good place to 
figure out how I can get a _ wider 
margin in my tax-collection and how 
I can feather my nest a little better. 
Lots of folks when Jesus speaks to 
them from His Holy Word instead of 
doing as it teaches they want to feath- 
er their nest. Suppose Zacchaeus had 
said, I live on such and such an ave- 
nue. It might be well for you to call 
on me later in the afternoon after 
business hours when everything is 
quiet and we can sit down and talk 
things over. Then Jesus would have 
said, I am in a great hurry. It won’t 
be long till I will be on the cross and 
my life must be filled with some great 
achievement toward the redemption of 
the world.
